The committee ex p ressed the view that under 
the Constitution Powell would hav e to be seated 
beca use he has satisfied the three qualifications 
enumerated in the Constitution — being abov e 25 
y ea rs o f age, a citizen for sev er y ears and an 
inha bita nt o f the state in which he wa* elected. 
But other p rov isions of the Constitution, which 
were not mentioned in the rep ort, say sp ecifical­ 
ly tha t "ea ch House shall be the judge of the 
. . . qualifications of its own m em bers,” and 
"ma y p unish its members for disorderly behav ­ 
io r a nd, with the concurrence of two thirds, ex ­ 
p el a mem ber.” 
Co nclusio ns of the sp ecial committee cha rge 
Powell with “contumacious conduct" toward the 
co urts o f hi» own state and with “contemp tuous 
co nduct” in refusing to coop erate in “ lawful in­ 
quiries authorized by the House.”

BY FORWARDING cop ies o f the hearings, re­ 
co rds a nd repo rt to the Dep artment o f Justice 
"fo r pro mpt a nd a ppro pria te 
action ’ the infer­ 
ence is left that the House of Rep resentativ es, 
thro ugh its co mmittee, requests court action 
a ga ins Powell. 
But the mam issue is whether Powell shall, in 
the mea ntime, be giv en a sea t in the House. 
It ha s frequently been said in the p ress that if 
Po well were ex p elled the p eop le in h.s own dis­ 
trict would p romp tly re-elect him. This means 
o nly that if the House of Rep resentativ es sta nds 
firmly on its rights, it can ex clude Powell again 
a nd again. 
The end result would be to dep riv e the Harlem 
district of its rep resentation until it is ready to 
a end to the House of Rep resentativ es someone 
who meets the qualifications p reserv ed by the 
House under its constitutional p owers. 
The Po well ca se ha s aroused nationwide inter­ 
est. Ma ny citizens a re wonder.ng whether the 
v o te o f ea ch 
mem ber will be recorded o r a v o ice 
v o te a ccepted when the resolution co mes befo re 
the Ho use itself 
If there is a record v ote, the p eop le in ea ch 
di« trW ca n he’d resp onsible those members who 
refuse to ex pel Po well.

sp ecial committee and p rev iously by another 
House committee, has built up a p ublic op inion 


that now demands from Congress the enforce­ 
ment of simp le codes of honesty and good be­ 
hav ior.

“The question is simp ly this: Ls a man — of 
whatev er color — who has committed the acts 
charged to Powell fit to help make the nation * 
laws 


The v erdict of conscience can only be a vig­ 
orous ‘no.’ The American p eop le will judge from 
the H oise’s action .. . whether it resp onds to 
the voi *e of conscience or that of ex p ediency .” 


MEMBERS OF THE sp ecial Hou.se committee 
may w *11 hav e felt they should take only one 
step at a time — namely , to giv e Powell his 
seat, then administer p unishment — on the theo­ 
ry that he would not otherwise come withm the 
jurisdiction of the House. 
But after once seating Powell, a two-thirds 
v ote is required to ex p el him 
It is being as­ 
sumed by many observ ers that, since more than 
one-third of the members come from metrop oli­ 
tan centers where there are large numbers of 
Negro v oters, these members will hesitate to 
v ote against Powell. In effect, this means Powell 
would be retaining his seat because of his color 
and without regard to his qualifications. 
Irresp ectiv e of the outcome of the Powell case 
itself. Congress has been alerted to the fact that 
the American p eop le in the future will insist 
up on simp le honesty and p rop er behav ior as tb® 
p rice of a seat in either House of Congress.

Availability 


The word “av ailable,” used in p olitical sp ecu­ 
lation, inv olv es ability to serv e only in a sec­ 
ondary degree. 
It inv olv es a score of considerations, other 
than the m an’s intelligence, grasp of issues and 
ex p erience. 
Association with national issues is far down 
among the qualifications included in av ailabili­ 
ty . Votes or stands p ublicly taken on controv er­ 
sial Issues seriously count against a p ossible 
candidate’s av ailability . 
That is why for so many y ears gov ernor» 
were 
p referred as candidates 
Their p ublic 
serv ice, unlike that of senators, had been limit­ 
ed to state and local affairs. 
Av ailability also inv olv es m atters little relat­ 
ed to qualification for the office, such as reli­ 
gion or business connections. 
Age may be a factor, and sometimes health 
is (MCisidered 
And now, since the adv ent of 
telev ision, p hotogenic image is injected into the 
decision 
Seasoned p rofessional p oliticians know quite 
well that mi’tch of what is called “av ailability ” 
has little to do with the office of p res dent. 
Those p rofessionals hav e imp osed up on them, 
howev er, the ty ranny of a democratic society 
in which cap rice, ignorance, indifference and 
sup erficiality characterize so many v oters. 
The p roblem faced by the p rofessionals is 
how to snare as manv v oters as p ossible. Their 
p roblem is to elect, not select. 


IN OUR democratic society , millions of v ot­ 
ers suddenly become ex p erts. 
In the 17 months before the Rep ublican p arty 
chooses its p residential candidate. Millions of 
Rep ublicans are asking (this question does not 
afflict the Democrats because their nominee is 
foreordained): “Can he be elected'*” 
This sp eculation becomes the stap le fare of 
dim er-table talk and the chatter in saloons and 
clubs. 
At the moment, it centers uoon Richard Nix ­ 
on as a p otential candidate There seems to be 
little question among am ateiv s and p rofession­ 
als alike about his command of the issues and 
his ex p erience 
Democratic p rofessionals regard him in their 
p riv ate ex p ressions as the m e Rep ublican who 
might if nominated p resent a serious challenge 
to LBJ. But with the cunning of their trade 
they seek to sp read among their Rep ublican 
brethren the contagion of doubt about the elec- 
tabilitv of Nix on.

wonderful before the conv ention, but ineffectiv e 
In the camp aign later on. 
Rep ublicans asking the question about Nix on's 
av ilability usually sup p lement their reserv ations 
by say ing he has been beaten twice, once for 
p resident, thm for gov ernor of California. 
Or they say , “ He has been around too long ” 
Or that old chestnut. “ Peop le don't seem to 
like him .” 
Or, “ He is not good on TV.”

There was little doubt about his stature as a

In retrosp ect, most would agree that if nomi­ 
nated he wou'd hav e been e’ected ov er Adlai 
Stev enson and that if he had liv ed he would 
hav e been a sp lendid p resident. 
Moreov er. Sen Taft would hav e strenghened 
th n Rep ublican p arty 
As it hap p ened the doubt about his electabili- 
ty p rev ailed and Gen. Eisenhower was chosen 
as a sure winner, though the general's v iews 
on p ub’ic issues were foggv and his .ncap acity 
as a p arty leader p ermitted an eight y ear disin­ 
tegration of the GOP 
The same kind of op p osition to Nix on has ajv 
p eared that denied the nomination to Taft, but 
p erhap s row the outcome will be quite differ­ 
ent 
There ls no conquering general on the Rep ub­ 
lican side 
If any one is going to get credit for winning a 
war, it will be President Johnson 
\nd if he
